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The examiner has considered the arguments submitted 6/28/04 and found them unpersuasive. 

Pitts discloses a system in which a request for data is sent from node to node without providing this path to the client. As such, it fulfills 
the definition of a redirection of the message, and such redirection is clearly transparent to the client. Even under the applicant's 
description, which the examiner does not necessarily agree with, the system clearly shows the redirective principles described in the 
claims. Pitts clearly discloses a case in which each node sends the message to the next node until the information is found, or until the 
end of the chain is reached, which is the functional result of the redirection message in the instant application. Furhter, the reasoning 
behind Pitts is that the information does move and therefore may be at any of the locations, thus necessitating said function. 
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
